Certified  to  be  a  True  Copy  of  a  Minute  of  a 
Meeting  of  tiie  Committee  of  the  Privy 
Council,  approved  by  the  Deputy  of  His 
Excellency  the  Governor-General  on  the 
22nd  August,  1982. 

TIIE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  Joint  Report,  dated  13th  July, 
1932,  from  the  Minister  of  National  Defence  and 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior  with  reference  to  Order 
in  Council  of  the  31st  August,  1900,  amended  by 
Order  in  Council  dated  the  31st  August,  1908,  l’.C. 
1803,  whereby  the  Honourable  the  Minister  of 
Militia  and  Defence  was  authorized  to  lease  the 
military  property  at  Vancouver,  British  Columbia, 
known  as  “  Stanley  Park  ”  to  the  City  of  Vancou¬ 
ver  for  park  purposes  for  a  period  of  ninety-nine 
years  renewable. 

The  Ministers  state  that  such  lease  was  made  on 
the  1st  day  of  November,  190S,  between  Ilis 
Majesty  King  Edward  VII.,  acting  through  the 
Honourable  the  Minister  of  Militia  and  Defence, 
for  the  Dominion  of  Canada  of  the  first  part,  and 
the  City  of  Vancouver  of  the  second  part,  the  lease 
comprising  the  said  lands,  or  such  part  thereof,  as 
should  not  thereafter  be  required  by  His  Majesty 
or  his  successors  for  military  purposes,  the  exclu¬ 
sive  possession  and  control  therefor  remaining  in 
and  belonging  to  His  Majesty,  but  otherwise  the 
said  property  to  be  used,  occupied,  and  enjoyed  by 
the  City  of  Vancouver  for  its  use  for  a  public  park 
for  ninety-nine  years  renewable  on  the  same  con¬

at  any  time  free  to  march  through,  manoeuvre,  exer¬ 
cise,  or  encamp  thereon,  the  existing  road  and  new 
roads  to  be  maintained  and  kept  in  order  by  the 
City,  no  stone  to  be  quarried  or  trees  cut  thereon 
without  the  sanction  of  the  Minister  of  Militia  and 
Defence,  and  other  conditions.  The  said  area,  sub¬ 
ject  to  such  lease  was  transferred  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Interior  for  administrative  purposes 
by  Order  in  Council  of  the  6th  of  April,  1925, 
P.C.  532. 

The  Ministers  report  that  an  area  lying  imme¬ 
diately  eastward  of  the  lighthouse  at  Prospect 
Point,  in  the  said  Park,  not  to  exceed  4.5  acres,  is 
required  as  a  site  for  a  bridge-head  of  a  bridge  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  constructed  across  the  First  Narrows 
of  Burrard  Inlet,  and  that  a  lease  of  such  an  area 
necessary  to  the  construction  of  such  bridge  would 
not  be  inconsistent  with  the  purpose  for  which  the 
lease  to  the  City  was  originally  granted ;  said 
lease  to  be  granted  to  the  party  or  corporation  in 
whom  such  bridge  will  be  vested.

tent  with  the  Order  in  Council  authorizing  the 
lease  to  the  City  of  Vancouver  aforesaid.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  pub¬ 
lished  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in 
every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to 
the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

9S.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the 
Session  : — - 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

t&.)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House : 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  publi¬ 
cation  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration  or 
affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House. 

(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  deposited 
in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  least 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session 
or  if  the  petition  has  not  been  presented  to  the 
House  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session,  the 
amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading 
one-half  of  the  fees  shall  be  returned.

extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the 
interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 


103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating 
to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills : 
Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  pro¬ 
posed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the 
introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details, 
and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating 
the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon 
the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted,  shall 
be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill  (copies 
of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk  of 
the  House).  Any  provisions  contained  in  any  such 
Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the  model  Bill 
shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or  underlined, 
and  shall  be  so  printed.
